EDITORIAL. 


HIS is the last number of “New Zealand Libraries” to be issued before the 

Conference, which begins in Nelson on the afternoon of February 15th. All 
libraries sending delegates, and any members who intend to come, are urged to 
send forward the registration forms and fees as soon as possible, to minimise the 
work on the opening days. The e of the Conference has already been 
printed in “New Zealand Libraries,” but the final programme, with some alterations, 
will be circulated at the Conference. All evidences are that the Conference will 
be a very successful and stimulating one, and it is apparent that members realise 
that it is sustained effort which gives results. The coming Conference will not 
pethaps be so spectacular as that held in the Social Hall at Parliament Buildings 
last year, but there is more opportunity for discussion and ventilation of problems, 
which should result in direct benefit to the individual library and librarian.

CANTERBURY. 


A that more encour ent should 
be ey tes between Sac of 15 and 
21 years is being considered by the Canterbury 
Branch of the New Zealand Library Associa- 
tion. It is felt that, although all libraries make 
reasonably adequate provision for adults, there 
is a serious lack of consideration for those who 
are just past the children’s reading stage. The 
reader leaving the children’s library is called on 
to pay the same subscription as the adult, and 
for many this is too heavy a burden. It is 
essential to foster the interest created by child- 
ren’s libraries, and it is believed that a reduced 
subscription would be in the interests of both 
the young reader and the library. This Branch 
has therefore placed before the public libraries 
in and around Christchurch a proposal that the 
annual subscription for those between 15 and 
21 should be 2/6, and it is intended to hold a 
conference at which the proposal will be dis- 
cussed with the public libraries. 

The annual meeting of the Branch will be 
held at 8 p.m. on Wednesday, 2nd March, at 
the Canterbury Public Library. 


OTAGO. 


The second series of lectures arranged by the 
Branch concluded before Christmas.

WELLINGTON.

That Clause 12 of the Constitution be 
amended by adding the words in capitals 
to the Section as set out: 

“12. (1) Every library or other institu- 
tion which is a member OR AFFILIATED 
BODY of the Association may be repre- 
sented at any Conference or any special 
meeting by delegates as follows: 


BRANCHES OR SECTIONS 


ONE DELEGATE FOR EVERY 
25 MEMBERS. 


Libraries or institutions whose annual in- 
come exceeds £1,000 - Three delegates 
Libraries or institutions whose annual in- 
come is not more than £1,000, but not 
less than £500 - - Two delegates. 


Libraries or institutions whose annual in- 
come is less than £500. One delegate. 


(2) Nominations of persons as dele- 
gates of a library or other institution shall 
be handed to the Secretary of the Associ- 
ation at any time prior to the commence- 
ment of the Conference proceedings or of 
the special meeting. 

(3) Delegates of any library or other 
institution shall have at a Conference or 
special meeting the same powers and priv- 
ileges as a member of the Association. 

(4) The delegate of a library or other 
institution need not be a member of the 
Association. If he is a member he shall be 
entitled to exercise his privileges as a mem- 
ber and also as a delegate.

“17, There shall be elected by the As- 
sociation the following officers, namely, an 
honorary President, a President, five Vice- 
Presidents, an Honorary Secretary-Treas- 
urer and THREE ordinary members of the

BER ELECTED BY EACH BRANCH 
OR SECTION AT LEAST ONE 
MONTH BEFORE THE ANNUAL 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS. No person 
shall be eligible for election to any office 
unless he is a member of the Association 
or a delegate to the Conference.” 


(Note: The Branches are now assuming 
the status of executive bodies of the As- 
sociation while as yet they have no direct 
representation on the Council. Despite this 
they are undertaking a large and increasing 
share of the Association’s work. During 
the past year this anomaly has been par- 
ticularly evident in the case of the Welling- 
ton Branch, the Committee of which is not 
even indirectly represented on the Council. 
Not unnaturally this has led to a certain 
lack of co-ordination between the policies 


of the Branch and the major Association. 
While at the moment Welli is the 
only Branch with no voice in Council, 
the position is one in which any Branch 
might be placed.)

LOCAL NEWS. 


AUCKLAND: Auckland Public Libraries. 

Considerable alterations and additions have 
been made to the Tamaki Branch Library. The 
chief provision made has resulted in splendid 
acommodation for the Lending Department, this 
now being provided for by a new portion being 
built on to the existing building. Well lighted, 
spacious and generously planned for book ac- 
commodation, this library should be capable of 
dealing with the rapidly growing needs of this 
populous suburb. Special provision has also 
been made for a Children’s Department. 


CHRISTCHURCH: Addington Public 
Library. 

This suburban ‘ibrary recently granted free 
membership of the children’s section to the 
children of adult subscribers. Several girls and 
boys have already enrolled. 


Canterbury Public Library. 


The introduction last November of an inter- 
mediate subscription of 2/6 per annum for 
young people 16 to 18 years of age has proved 
a great success; already more than 100 have 
enrolled. The children’s library is free to girls 
and boys up to the age of 16, after which they 
may now enrol as intermediate members, with 
full privileges of the adult library. 


For several months the Reference Department 
has been disorganised, owing to the alterations 


and improvements, but the work is now almost 
finished. New shelving has been erected, walls 
and ceilings painted, and new sky-lights fitted— 
all this greatly improving the room. The floor 
is to be covered with cork carpet, after which 
an official reopening will be held. The book- 
stock is being revised and brought up to date 
with recent publications, and many peripdicals 
are being added. 


Canterbury University College. 


In the past there has been no catalogue to 
speak of, but only trays of author cards ar- 
ranged by subjects, with extremely brief entries 
conforming to no rules, and usually several on 
a card, front and back. After three years of 
gradual editing and re-writing cards which re- 
corded more than one work, a single alpha- 
betical file was made last December. During 
the College vacation the staff is attempting to 
go right through the library, checking all books 
briefly with the cards. It is being found that 
large numbers of books had apparently never 
been recorded, and rough main entries are being 
made. This temporary author catalogue will 
be a great help to students and staff, until a 
proper catalogue can be attempted. Library of 
Congress printed cards will be used as much as 
possible, and standard high-grade cataloguing 
practice will be followed in the permanent 
catalogue. 
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INSTRUCTIONAL COLUMN 
CATALOGUING—Continued.

Title Entry: Little comment need be made 
with regard to this all-important entry, but a 
few stumbling blocks may be encountered, and 
the following remarks may clear them up. 


Anonymous: Change of title in successive 
volumes. When the title of a work in several 
volumes changes in later volumes, enter under 
the first title unless a majority of the volumes 
are issued under the later title and the work 
for this or some other reason is decidedly better 
known by this title. In either case refer from 
the title not chosen. 


Anonymous: When an anonymous work of 
undiscovered authorship bears on its title page 
such a phrase as “by the author of,” enter it 
under its title with an added entry under the 
title quoted, followed by the words “author of.” 
If different titles are thus used by an author at 
various times, make the added entry under the 
title most frequently referred to, or in case of 
doubt, under one of his best known or earlier 
works. Refer from the title of each work to 
the title thus chosen. 


Bible and similar sacred works: Enter the 
Bible or any part of it (including the Apocry- 
pha) in any language, under the word “Bible.” 
Treat in like manner the Talmud, Koran, and 
similar sacred books, using the English name 
unless the vernacular is decidedly better known. 
Make added entries under the names of the 
editors and translators and refer from titles of 
individual parts or books, especially when they 
have been published separately. 


Epics, National Folk Tales, etc.: Enter epics, 
national folk tales and the like under the Eng- 
lish name by which they are known and refer 
from the vernacular. If, however, the ver- 
nacular name is decidedly better known, enter 
under that and refer from the English form. 
Make added entries under the names of editors 
and translators, ¢..g.—

Periodicals: Enter a periodical under the first 
word of the title not an article and give in the 
form of notes (a) the frequency of publication, 
(6) important variations of title, (c) the suc- 
cessive editors, (d) important changes of place 
of publication and publisher, (e) indexes, sup- 
plements, etc., unless entered separately. Make 
added entries for editors and for compilers of 
indexes and analytical entries for monograph 
supplements. If a periodical has changed its 
name enter it under the earliest form with brief 
entries under later forms. 


Newspapers: Enter newspapers under the 
first word of the title not an article. 


Directories: Enter a directory published peri- 
odically under the first werd of the title, not 
an article, a serial number or the initial of a 
compiler or publisher. 


Collections: Enter composite works and col- 
lections of independent works, essays, etc., by 
various authors, under the compiler or editor, 
e.g.— 

Dole, Nathan Haskell, compiler. The Latin 
Poets, an anthology by Nathan Haskell 
Dole. 

Geographic headings: Give geographic names 

used as entry words in the English form, e.g.: 
Munich, not Munchen. 
Leipzig, not Leipsic. 
Austria, not Oesterreich. 

It should be remembered that the title is 
usually given in full, including the author’s 
name, and is to be an exact transcript of the 
title page, excepting that mottoes and non- 
essential matter of any kind are not included. 

The titles of rare books of exceptional —_ 
sity should be reproduced in full, as far as 
possible, preserving punctuation, capitalization 
and typographical peculiarities. If a book has 
several title pages, select the most general, and 
give the others, if necessary, in a note or as 
contents.

be as well to settle the matter once and for all.

It will be noticed that there are several dif- 
ferences between the two sets. First of all, Mr. 
Cunningham has two that we have not used, 
Period of missionary influence, 1814-1840 and 
Colonization companies and settlement schemes, 
1822-1850. Personally I do not think that they 
are necessary, but in the second case a refer- 
ence from say “Period of organized settlement, 
1839-1850” to “Crown Colony, 1840-1853,” 
would be useful. Then there are some varia- 
tions in dates. The New Zealand Constitution 


until January 17, 1853, so this date has been 
chosen as the ending of the Crown Colony per- 
iod and the commencement of the Period of 
provincial government. Similarly the last Pro- 
vincial government met in November, 1876, 
and this date has been taken to mark the 
end of one era and the commencement of an- 
other. For those who wish to divide the 
after 1876, I should recommend the following 
divisions: — 

NEW ZEALAND—HISTOR Y—1876-1907 

—20th Century. 

1907 marks the end of New Zealand’s life as 
a Colony, and is also near enough to 1900, The 
subdivision 20th Century is in keeping with 
cataloguing practice abroad. 

Finally there is the question of Maori Wars, 
1843-1872. While the dates 1845-1872 are 
those usually given, 1843 is the date of the 
Wairau massacre, and I think this should be in- 
cluded in any discussion of the wars. Doctor 
Hight gives these dates in his chapter on the 
Maori wars for the “Cambridge history of the 
British Empire, Vol. vii., part ii., New Zealand.” 

To those who think that the subdivisions are 
too few, I should like to point out that it is 
books that we are dealing with, and not just 
theoretical divisions into periods, such as New 
Zealand Company (second); Waitangi, Treaty 
of, 1840; Gate Pah, Battle of, 1864; etc.
